Strong na- 
tion as we are, ours is a seagirt coun- 
try and an efficient navy is needed to 
maintain our connection with the con- 
tinent and to fulfill. our mission.” |

ER IN POLAND. 


Ew YORK BUREAU OF THE 

TIMES, Nov. 20.—The contend- 

ing armies in France have now 
reached a lull in operations that ex- 
tends all along the line of battle. The 
further spread of the inundation in 
Belgium has effectively put a stop to 
any active operations north of Dix- 
mude. From Ypres to the Swiss bor- 
der no such conditions prevail, 
though the snow and sleet add great- 
ly to the hardships suffered by the 
soldiers in the frenches.

The fighting in Poland is now cen- 
tering in two points. Between Lodz 
and Kutno, seventy miles west of 
Warsaw, the Russians have tempo- 
rarily checked the Germans’ advance 
and are now rushing forward troops 
to drive back this invading force. 
The fifty-mile advance of the Ger- 
mane from their base at Thorn has 
deprived them of the advantage of 
ample supply service that they’ en- 
joyed while close to the border. 80 
the chances of the Russians afe cor- 
respondingly improved. in the bat- 
tlefield in Northwestern Poland the 
dectaion is being fought out as to 
whether the Germans will winter 
their troops in Poland or whether 
they must fall back all along the line 
to their own, border.

No Time Extension on County 
Levy—Delingquent After 
Week from Monday. 


Taxpayers who have not vis- 
ited County Tax Collector 
Welch's office since last April 
had better get a hump on for 
the first half of county taxes 
will become delinquent at mid- 
night, November 30. If taxes 
are not paid by that time a 
penalty of 15 per cent. will be 
tacked on for good measure. 

The report that Collector 
Welch has continued the final 
date for the payment of taxes 
to January 1 is wrong.

MAYOR WILL SIGN. 


Opposed to Election Proposition, 
Nut Leaves the Responsibility for 
it to the Council. 

The City Atterney and his assist- 
ant began yesterday to draw up an 
ordinance for the charter election on 
December 31, which was called by 
resolution passed by the Council. The 
ordinance will be passed some time 
next week. 

The Mayor said yesterday that he 
will sign the ordinance, although he 
is against the election proposition gen- 
erally, but inasmuch as the Council 
put the matter up to the peowle, he 
has no desire to complicate matters 
or obstruct the machinery.

WHEN A JUDGE 
INT A JUDGE. 


| Middlecoff Goes to be One; 
Refused Admittance. 


Justice Can't Get In. 


C. C. Legerton also Finds no 
Bench to Sit On. 


Walter W. Middlecoff, the near-pre- 
siding justice of the District Court of 
Appeal, marched up the hill, in the 
International Bank building, yester- 
day—and then marched down again. 
Believing that, by reason of the 
fact that he was elected without op- 
position to fill out the unexpired term 
of Judge Matthew T. Allen, he was 
at liberty to assume the distinguished 
post, he formally demanded the keys 
to the chambers, of Judge N. P. Con- 
rey and endeavored to discuss with 
Juckes James and Shaw the disposi- 
tion of the court's calendar next Mon- 
day. 
Inasmuch as Mr. Middlecoff's elec- 
tion has not been officially determined 
and he has no commission of Gov.

Assuring them that he was not joking 
in asking for what he considered his 
rights, he was informed that he had 
no more right to make the demand 
than any other private citizen.

Santa Fe Files Pair for One 
Hundred and Fifty-seven 
Million Dollars. 


Late yesterday afternoon a 
young man walked briskly into 
the County Recorder's office. 
Removing two thumb-marked 
documents from his inside coat 
pocket he asked Deputy John 
Downing to please record them. 

The deputy officially stamped 
the papers. The young man 
thanked him and departed.

IRE DESTROYS ° 
CITY LANDMARK. 


MANY FIRMS LOSE IN BLAZE AT 
HEWES MARKET. 


cuing Pigeons—Fifty Policemen 
Fight Back Crowd of Spectators. 


Bursting into flames which seemed 
to have their origin in the roof, the 
old David Hewes market at Ninth 
and Los Angeles streets was destroyed 
by fire early last night. The loss on 
building and contents is estimated at 
about $30,000 and the damage to the 
surrounding bulldings by the heat 
from the burning market will, ac- 
cording. to the fire department, 
amount to many thousands of dol- 
lars. 

The old market, one of the land- 
marks of the city, took less than two 
hours to burn. Nothing but the bare 
brick walls was left standing. Elec- 
trical companies, poultry stores and a 
garage, which were with many other 
small stores, quartered in the build- 
ing, were destroyed before any of the 
stock could be saved. Three firemen 
and one citizen were slightly burned 
while attempting to save goods from 
the flames. - 
Starting with a small explosion on 
the Ninth and Los Angeles streets 
side, the fire, according to Patrolman 
Parsons, who witnessed the explosion, 
soon bridged the entire roof.. Built 
of wood with the exception of the 
main walls, the old market was soon 
a roaring mass of flames and before 
the fire department arrived the blaze 
was far beyond control. 

Seven companies and five engines 
working at top speed kept the fire 
from leaping to the surrounding 
buildings, but the heat from the 
burning market cracked every window 
facing the market. All telephone 
wires for two blocks about were 
burned from the poles and the street 
ear trolley wires were grounded. 
The largest firms whose establish- 
ments were destroyed with the bulld- 
ing are the Electric Corporation, No. 
836 South Los Angeles street; the 
Pittsburgh Aluminum Welding Com- 
pany, No. 832 South Los Angeles

“We accept any clothing that is 
wearable, even if it has to be repaired 
a bit,” said Mrs. Aubrey Allen, regent 
of Princess Mary Chapter, yesterday 
“From present indications, we will 
have five or six big packing cases of 
clothing to send to England about 
December 1 for distribution to refu- 
gees from Belgium and the north of 
France. We are operating under a 
special permit of the Municipal Chari- 
ties Commission and every piece of 
clothing and all money contributions 
will be accounted for.“ 

A pathetic contribution to the 
cause yesterday was a plain band 
ring, evidently a well-worn wedding 
ring, from an elderly. woman. She 
asked that the ring be sold and the 
money used to buy clothing for Bel- 
gian children. 

The largest single contribution to 
date came from the British women of 
Pomona, who sent a box containing 
200 children's garments. These were 
all made by the women themselves, 
under the direction of Mrs. Broad.

Corporations now Using City 
Property Without Giving Recom- 
pense will be Required to Pay 
Fees Pixtending Backward to Be- 
ginning of Action to Clear Title. 


The Harbor Commission yesterday 
instructed its department of traffic and 
commerce to immediately prepare a 
schedule of rates td be charged for 
past and future rentals of tide lands 
owned by the city, but used by corpora- 
tions, and for which they have been 
giving the city no recompense. | 

This order applied particularly to 
tideland locations Nos. 132 and 144. 
On the latter location the Pacific Elec- 
tric has a right of way about 3000 
feet long and sufficiently wide for 
double tracks. The location No. 132 is 
on the east side of the inner harbor 
channel. Among the corporations that 
will be subject to this payment of 
rental to the city are the Pacific Elec- 
tric company, the White Star Canning 
Company, California Fish Company, 

ent Wharf and Warehouse Com- 
pany, Southern California Lumber 
Company and the Banning Company. 

Based on rental payments now made 
to the city for locations at Wilming- 
ton, the area of tide lands now used by 
these corporations would bring into 
the harbor department revenue fund 
thousands of dollars. 

The City Attorney has informed the 
-Warvor Commission that it can charge 
and collect rentals for these lands 
from the time the city instituted legal 
metion to clear the title of these tide- 
land locations. Just what the policy of 
the commission will be in this regard 
has not yet been decided.

Our memories are not any too ac- 
curate as to events which took place 
a couple of years ago, and therefore 
it is not astonishing to hear people 
justify the President’s interference in 
Mexico by reference to the insult to 
the flag at Tampico. The lapse of 
memory causes us to fail to recall the 
fact that if the navy had not been in 
Mexican waters the marines would 
not have gone ashore to get gasoline 
and the insult to the flag would have 
been impossible. 


While holding the President re- 
sponsible for unjustifiable interference 
in the internal affairs of Mexico, we 
at the same time feel profound grati- 
tude toward him for since that time 
avoiding an actual conflict with the 
sister republic to the south, and our 
one most earnest aspiration is that 
the wisdom which has guided Mr. 
Wilson in the past in respect to our 
dealings with Mexico will continue 
with the effect of preventing a con- 
flict between the two countries. 


It is noteworthy 
that a publishing 
firm in Hamburg, 
Germany, has start- 
ed à propaganda 
looking to the end- 
ing of the war that 
is now tearing the 
continent of Europe to atoms, carry- 
ing into the grave tens of thousands 
of the very flower of human manhood, 
destroying the handiwork of indus- 
trious people built up through many 
ages, and causing untold suffering to 
many millions of non-belligerents. 

If there was any solid foundation 
for this war the hearts of humanity 
would be stirred less profoundly than 
is the case today. The German pub-

of the belligerents want the war. | 

The question is, how to approach 
the matter of a peace settlement. The

‘troubfe is nat there are very few neu- 


tral powers in a commanding position 
of influence to claim the attention of 
the fighters. It is, moreover, no direct 
business of those not engaged in the 
conflict, and if the subject is broached 
at all, it will have to be with the ut- 
most delicacy and discretion on the 
part of those who initiate the steps. 
From her commanding position in 
the world, the lead in this direction 
would naturally fall to the United 
States. But our position is one of 
such evident delicacy that it would 
require a wisdom greater than Solo- 
mon’s to guide those who should 
move in the matter. The American 
government is not likely to take any 
step in this direction until invited to 
do so by one side or the other of those 
engaged in the terrible European war. 


Any movement that does not include 


the government would seem a priori 
to be ineffective. 
The Christian religion is the guid- 
ing star of most of those engaged in 
the ensanguined conflict. The birth 
of the Founder of that religion was 
ushered in with a heavenly message 
proclaiming peace on earth, and on 
the point of leaving the world He said 


to His followers: “My peace I give 


unto you.” 

How would it do for the heads of 
the different branches of the Chris- 
tian church to take up this subject of 
pacification? The Bishop of Rome, 
His Holiness Pope Benedict, repre- 
sents a large number of those engaged 
in the war. The Archimandrate of 
the Greek church stands at the head of 
a large number of the Slavs, and the 
Archbishop of Canterbury might very 
well represent the British ally of 
France and Russia. The suggestion 
is thrown out merely as a suggestion, 
and we make bold to couple with it 
the further suggestion that any move- 


ment in this country in the direction 


discussed might probably better be 
taken up by the heads and leaders of 
the several churches than by any 
other persons in sight. If it should 
be left to Americans to inaugurate a 
peace movement, these religious lead- 
ers could very easily come into close 
contact with their brethren in the sev- 
eral parts of Europe. 3

EN of three-quarters of a century of 

age recall a love ditty of their youth 

which ran: “To see her was to love 
her.” That is the way with California. No 
man has ever become well acquainted with 
this fair section of the world and failed to 
fall in love with it. A corollary of this is 
that no other country has ever had such 
ardent admirers and such loyal proclaimers 
of its fame. The early pioneers, who, hav- 
ing “struck pay gravel” and returned to “‘the 
States,” formed California clubs in many 
eastern cities. New York had the largest of 
these, and there the members with their 
guests met annually, and the Californians 
became known as the greatest liars in the 
world since the days of Ananias. At one of 
these gatherings one of the speakers was 
telling stories about the products of the 
State, and as each one was described a 
chorus went up, “Another California lie!” 
and before the speaker finished he stooped 
and took from under the table great apples, 
pumpkins, bunches of grapes, roses, and 
other products of California soils and elt 
mate, and as he spread them on the table 
before the astonished guests he said of each 
one, “A California lie in the concrete.” This 
story is recalled by a couple of items in The 
Times during the last week. One concerned 
a beet grown at Long Beach which weighed 
seventy-seven pounds. The other told of a 
monster bean vine at Oxnard which matured 
197 pods containing 643 lima beans. If every 
vine in a field should grow that size the 
total would be 262 sacks. The normal yield 
is about forty sacks. 


Tramp, Tramp, Tramp! 

HE headline is reminiscent of the davs

V ALDIVIA.— Should Germany succeed in 


the present war and dominate the 

world, there are two parts of South 
America which may become German col- 
onies—one is in Southern Brazil. It con- 
sists of several states populated by Ger- 
mans. It has towns and cities governed by 
officials who speak German. It has German 
newspapers and there are German signs 


and breweries, and the best businesses of 
the country are owned by Germans. That 
region is sometimes called West Deutsch- 
land, and it has more good land than Ger- 


many in Europe.

The Metropolis. 


Already many large towns have grown up, 
such as Osorno, Puerto Montt and Valdivia. 
Valdivia is the metropolis. Lying 500 miles 
south of Santiago, in the heart of the woods, 
it is surrounded by new farms and clear- 
ings. Its port is the principal one of South 
Chile, and at it machinery of all kinds, and 
especially agricultural implements, are 
landed. The city has now 20,000 people, and 
it is rapidly growing. Jt had a fire a few 
years ago, which swept away the buildings 
of wood and tin which then existed, and in 
their places we now find a new city, built 
along modern lines and up-to-date in every 
particular. Many of the buildings are of 
reinforced concrete and of two or three 
stories. The shops have plate-glass win- 
dows, coming down to the pavements, and 
the window displays are better than those 
of our towns of the same size at home. The 
streets are wide and the pavements about 
twice as broad as those of Santiago. The 
whole tone of Valdivia is white, and the con- 


-erete construction makes it look like a sub-

ons. Nevertheless at 7 o’clock in the even- 

ing its streets are deserted. Its stores are 
closed, and you walk between blank walls. 
Santiago is double the size, and its mer- 
chants go to bed with the chickens. Down 
here at Valdivia the town is alive after dark, 
and Saturday night the stores are open till 
late in the evening. - The place is lighted by 
electricity, and crowds walk the streets and 
promenade back and forth in the plaza. 


The Seaport. 


Valdivia is situated on the Valdivia River, 
which flows from the Andes down to the 
Pacific. The town is about twelve miles 
from the mouth of the river where lies the 
port of Corral. All goods are landed at 
Corral, and carried up to Valdivia in barges. 
I took a steam launch and rode down to look 
at the port. The stream is about half as 
wide as the Potomac at Washington. We 
first sailed by lumber yards, boat-building 
works, sawmills and other woodwork estab- 
lishments. A little later we wound our way 
among low hills covered with woods, passing 
through a maze of fine scenery. The stream 


is of an emerald green; and it flows between 


in the lower part of Chile, and it might be 
called South Deutschland. It is far below 
Valparaiso and not far from the Strait of 
Magellan. The Germans began to come 
here sixty-five years ago, and so many have 
immigrated that some of the towns are now 
more German than Spanish.

to the port we passed barges carrying coal 
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their yokes to the cart. This method of 
working seems cruel although the natives 
claim it is not. When yoked up the oxen 
cannot move their heads from side to side, 
and they are driven with long goads, which 
end in sharp spikes. These goads are often 
so mercilessly used that the blood runs 
down the sides of the beasts. 


The cultivation of the farms here is now 
largely done with American machinery. I 
see American windmills and American plows 
and reapers and thrashers almost every- 
where. The wire for the fences is furnished 
dy our steel trust, and there is scarcely a 
farm that is not now using more or less 
tools imported from the United States. 


At the same time the old methods move 
along side by side with the new. Much of 
the grain is still thrashed out by mares on 
thrashing floors. In this process the 
ground is pounded hard, and the sheaves 
of wheat are cut open and spread over it. 
Then a drove of mares is driven around and 
around to tread out the grain. The win 
nowing is done by throwing the straw into 
the air, and the bagging is by hand. Ad- 
joining a farm where this may be seen, you 
may find an American thrasher, and the 
wheat may be cut, thrashed and bagged in 
the fields. 

Chile has no elevator system. After 
thrashing all grain is taken at once to the 
railroads and shipped. It is put up in sacks 
of 200 pounds and loaded on flat cars. There 
are but few warehouses. At some of the 
stations the grain in sacks is piled up in the 
open, being covered with canvas. 


Not Promising for Americans. 


I have been asked to write something for 
Americans who wish to come to this region 
to settle. It seems to me that the opportuni- 
ties are poor, and they can do better at 
home. The government would like colo- 
nists, and on the frontier free lands may be 


— 


had to the extent of 123 acres for each head 
of a family, and seventy-four acres for each 
son who is of age. Contracts have been 
made with foreign colonists by which their 
steamship passages from Europe to Chile 
were advanced, and free railroad transporta- 
tion given to the place of settlement. In 
some cases the government has given each 
family a yoke of oxen, 150 boards for the 
building of a hut, and something like fifty 
pounds of nails for fastening the boards into 
place. This has been on the condition that 
the colonist establish himself at once on the 
land given him, and that he work it steadily 
for at least six years. He contracts to pay 
back without interest the amount of passage 
money received, and also not to sell any of 
the stuff he gets from the state, nor to mort. 
gage the property or dispose of it until after 
the six years have passed. 


Under such conditions a few colonies nave 
been established, but altogether the number 
of foreign settlers is small, and of the 
thousands of families that have come here, 
those who remain may be numbered on your 
fingers and toes. I do not believe that there 
are any great opportunities for North Ameri- 
cans without capital in Chile. It might be 
different with those who have money and 
buy the lands sold by the government at 
auction. At such sales one-third of the pur- 
chase price has to be paid immediately and 
the rest in ten yearly installments, the place 
being mortgaged until all is paid. At the 
auctions the lands are sold in large tracts, 
some containing over 1200 acres. The owner 
agrees to fence the land within three years 
after purchasing it. He is obliged to give, 
free of charge, any ground needed for roads 
built by the government, and he must give 
rights of way for any railroads if required 
to do so by the state. Within twenty years 
6,000,000 or 7,000,000 acres have been so auc- 
tioned off, and it is said that there are still 
government lands to the extent of about 
13,000,000 acres already surveyed that may 


be disposed of by colonization or by auction 
in the future. That amount of land would 
cover a territory more than half the size of 
our State of Ohio. 


In addition to the public lands are the 
reservations occupied by the Indians. There 
are 182 of these and they cover altogether 
good lands to the amount of 100,000 acres. 
There are also lands that may be sold for 
colonization, and special terms are given to 
those who bring in colonists. Such men 
have a right to the free passage of their 
immigrants from Burope and to the allow- 
ances given to government colonists already 
mentioned. It is provided that they may be 
given also a milch cow, a mare, a merino 


for each certain number of families. In 
some cases the colonists have rude houses 
built for them, and in others certain carpen- 
ter’s tools are furnished. The amount of 
land so allotted to each family is greatly in 
excess of that given by the government, and 
when the country is mountainous the num- 
ber of acres may be doubled. The land 
necessary to found a village is also supplied 
if there are mechanics among the immi- 
grants. 


Such colonial contractors agree to estab. 
lish a certain number of families on the 


families stay upon the lands for a period of 
five years. They contract that they will pay 
back the money furnished for the passage 
and for the supplies given the colonists in 
six yearly installments, and that their under. 
takings shall be carried out in good faith. 
The government is making even better ar- 
rangements than these for the native 


and want to return. It has set aside reser- 
vations of about 90,000 acres as a land grant 
for them, and ten such colonies have already 
been established in the provinces of Cautin, 
Malleco and Valdivia.

The Origin of Onyx. 

[Pittsburgh Dispatch:] When waters 
charged with carbonate of calcium derived 
from limestone are allowed\ to evaporate 
they deposit their load in the form of sinter, 
or tufa. This process can observed at 
many thermal and “petrifying” springs and 
also in the formation of stalactites and 
stalagmites in limestone caverns. In this 
way large masses of compact carbonate are 
formed, some of them of great beauty. The 
so-called “onyx marbles,” of which the Mex- 
ican “onyx” is a familiar example, are 
formed in this way. Some rock of this class 
is stalagmitic, in caverns, and some of it is 
formed by springs. [ts variations in color 
and texture, to which its ornamental char- 
acter is largely due, are commonly pro- 
duced by impurities or inclusions, such as 
oxide of iron, or even mud and clay.

S THE great American turkey dis- 
Ine: Although Thanksgiving is 

a festival of rejoicing, of late it has 
brought around a feeling of anxiety. For 


our national bird is dying out; that year by 
year its numbers are growing less. 

According to the last census—that of 
1910—there were in the country 3,688,708 
turkeys. By the census of 1900 there were | 
6,594,695. So it is seen that though our 
population has increased by many millions 
in ten years the number of turkeys de- 
creased at least one-half from 1900 to 1910, 

With a rising population 
scale in the turkey line our national 
rometer is registering badly for the coming 
generation. While there has been no coun 
of turkeys since 1910, statistics by the De- 
partment of Agriculture show that the fall- 
ing-off in the number of turkeys produced 
continues, while the increase in the number 
of eaters also grows by leaps and bounds. 

If the turkey should disappear it would 
be a national disaster. In view of this 
threatened calamity, Uncle Sam is now tak- 
ing up the question seriously, for if the 
amornt of turkeys bred continues to de- 
crease so rapidly it will be but a few years 
before many Thanksgiving and Christmas 
tables will be bare and children may know 
of turkey only as a fowl that “grandma 
used to cook.” 

Even now, cost of turkey is growing so 
fast that within two years it will probably 
ve at least a fourth higher than today, and 
the ordinary citizen will be acquainted 
with its taste only on occasions of great 
solemnity. Yet one need not fear such a 
calamity if Uncle Sam succeeds in the plan 
he is at present pursuing. 

In August the Department of Agricul- 
ture added a new expert to its staff 
in Andrew 8. Weiant of California. 
Mr. Welant was secured to work ex- 
clusively on the turkey question—to 
study by practical observation the fowl 
on the farms of the entire country and by 


Texas to find out all there is to know about 
the modern monarch of the American din- 
ner table. | 

He is to go into the homes and seek the 
housewife, to gather statistics, learn about 
troubles and remedies first-hand in the 
most plebeian of places, to get information 
about the actual daily life and environment 
under which the bird is born and bred. 

Mr. Weiant studied the subject of tur- 
keys while a boy in his California home 
and later took a course in an agricultural 
college. When the government deter- 
mined to spend efforts to stop the enormous 
drain on this fowl he was selected to man- 
age this work. 

With this object in view, he set out a few 
weeks ago to cover the country, beginning 
at the Rhode Island experiment station, 
where a special study of the fowl! has been 
in progress.for some years. He then went 
to farms in the northern and middle east- 
ern States on which most of the turkeys 
are grown. 

It may be surprising to learn that only 
3 per cent. of the New England farms nre- 
duce turkeys. Texas leads in raising this 
fowl with over 364,000 to her credit, while 
Missouri, Indiana, IIlinois and Kentucky 
follow her closely. In these States the 
next investigation will take place and, it is 
expected, with some happy results. 

The great scarcity of turkeys, the gov- 
ernment has decided, is due to the ravages 
c: disease, mainly that known as the black- 
head, which is a sickness most prevalent 
among this fowl. When troubled with 
blackhead the liver is attacked by a para- 
sitic microbe called Amoeba melegridis, 
which causes the turkeys, especially the 
young ones, to waste away till death. 


of the microbe in the liver, its ramifica- 
tions prevail in the blood, and all organs of 
the body are finally affected. 

This trouble is contagious and communi- 
cated by food and other ways to members 
of a flock which it has once entered. Most 
young turkeys die within a few months 
after catching the disease. Autopsies have

While the disease is due to the presence 


At the Rhode Island experiment station 
the laboratory has worked for years on this 
problem, raising turkeys to study and even 
giving to some well ones an inoculation of 
the disease in a culture, so that it could 
carry on its experiments. The results of 
their work there is the publication of the 
fact that this trouble is often started with 
overfeeding, and one of the remedies sug- 
gested by its results was that of giving to 
the sick fowls a foreign bacterium, Bacte- 
rium Bulgaricum, which was first isolated 
by Metchnikoff from the sour-milk drink of 
the Bulgarian peasant. These sour-milk 
bacteria are now sold by some large rms 
in this country dealing in biological prod- 
ucts. 

The giving of a drug called formidine in 
grain is also reported by the Rhode Island 
experiment station to be most gratifying in 
its results. 

Studies pursued through New England 
and the Middle States by Mr. Weiant have 
led so far to the conclusion that, though the 
turkey is subject to the various ailments of 
all domestic fowls, it is peculiarly prone to 
catch the “blackhead” bacteria and that 
the enormous decrease in our turkey crop 


is primarily due to this trouble.

The F amily Flock and Winter Eggs. 


An Expert’s Advice. | 


REQUIREMENTS NECESSARY FOR 
THE DESIRED RESULTS. 


HE late L. D. Hadley of San Gabriel, a 

fancier and breeder for years of Barred 

Rocks of good quality, laid down the 
following instructions in a contribution now 
in the possession of the writer on how to 
maintain egg production during the winter 
months with a family flock of pure-blooded 
fowl. To his practices some breeders may 
take exceptions, and possibly the man with 
a large flock will think his instructions 
somewhat overdrawn, but in the main they 
are about right, and if faithfully followed 
winter egg production in cases where it is 
at low ebb and unsatisfactory will certainly 
be improved: 

“No matter what the breed, the hens must 
possess the following requirements: Each 
must be healthy, sound and vigorous, with 
no local ailments, entirely clean and free 
from vermin. Don't expect results from 
hens out of condition. To exterminate all 
(or nearly all) the lice that are most always 
on a hen, before assigning the flock to its 
winter quarters, take each hen and sprinkle 
her generously with insect powder accord- 
ing to directions on the package. By doing 
this way your hens go into their winter 
quarters clean in themselves, ready to bend 
all their energies to producing eggs instead 
of wasting their strength in fighting lice.. 

“The next consideration is the feeding 
and general daily care of the hens. As a 
basis of calculation, I will use the number 
of twelve hens, which, properly cared for, 
will furnish all the eggs the ordinary-sized 
family will use during the winter. The first 


ner and of the following ingredients: 
“Coarse corn (or feed) meal, 4 ounces; 
middlings, 4 ounces; wheat bran, 4 ounces; 
rolled barley or ground oats, 4 ounces; 
chopped vegetables, 8 ounces; salt, half- 
teaspoonful (level; ) bolling water, 1 pint. 
“While dry, mix thoroughly together the 
corn meal, middlings and wheat bran. Now 
put into a chopping bow! the eight ounces 
of vegetables or vegetable parings that are 
entirely free 
from decay, such as potatoes, turnips, car- 
rots, parsnips, squash, pumpkin, onion, 
beets, apples, etc. Chop these vegetables 


continuously for one-half hour, 
kettle off the stove, remove cover, add the 
aforementioned mixture of ground grain, 
and thoroughly mix it into the steaming hot 
vegetables and barley. When well mixed, 
replace cover tightly on kettle, set aside 
where it will cool, allowing time for the 
ground grain to steam and swell. When 


gently, over the full length of the trough, 
enabling all hens at the same time plenty of 
room to feed. Always move quietly among 
your hens, being particular to do nothing 
that will cause them fright. | 

“Feed your morning mash say at 7 o'clock, 
your noon feed at 12 o'clock and evening 
feed at 5 or 6 or 4 o’clock. An hour's dif- 
ference at evening time is necessary in win- 
ter, as the days grow shorter. For your 
moon and evening meals scatter in the 
scratching material your dry-grain ration, 
being very particular to distribute each ra- 
tion evenly or equally over the entire sur- 
face of scratching material, thus enabling 
each and every hen to find grain in any part 
of room or pen at the same time. The prin- 
cipal object of the scratching shedis to 
force exercise, prevent rapid filling up. 
thereby keeping them busy the greater part 
of the day, and making them contented. Ev- 
ery other noon and every evening scatter in 
your scratching material one pound of dry, 
cracked or whole grain.

If getting heavy with 
fat you should give less broken bread and 
erackers from the kitchen or reduce the 
proportion of corn and cornmeal. If the 
pullets lack weight, are not laying as they 
should, especially in zero days, the quantity 
of corn may be profitably increased. The 
feeds I have given are average ones, fitting 
into the feeding of most flocks, but must be 
modified to meet just the conditions as you 
find them, with your breed and your flock. 
Can you use all the eggs at home? Not un- 
less you want to spoil the appetites of the 
family. Share your fresh eggs with the 
neighbors, find a nearby market, and get 
retail prices. One woman in a town not 
far from here supplied her family with eggs, 
and sold $100 worth besides from her fifty 
layers.

The moult, 
or the time that the appearance of the birds 
shows that they are changing their plumage, 
has been found by the poultry department 
of Cornell University to bear rea) signifi- 
cance to the egg-producing ability of the 
individual. During August and September 
the roughest-looking individual in the flock 
has usually been the best layer. Beware of 
the bird which at this time has completely 
moulted and is strutting around spick and 
span in her new plumage. The explanation 
is this: Birds which are laying heavily do 
not take time to moult late, and, on the 
other hand, birds which are not producing 
many eggs in the spring and early summer 
go into an early moult, using the food con- 
sumed to produce feathers. Belle of Jersey, 
the remarkable White Leghorn hen bred by 
the New Jersey Agricultura) Experiment 
Station, always moults the latter part of 
October to the middle of November.

Measuring the Starlight. | 
{Indianapolis News:] In a recent paper 
Dr. A. H. Pfund of Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity describes results he obtained in some 
preliminary tests made with a new instru- 
ment for measuring the light of stars. The 
work. was done at the Allegheny observa- 
tory, the Keeler thirty-inch reflector being 
used. In the focus of the telescope, either 
of two small blackened discs which formed 
the junction of a thermo-circuit could be 
placed. The wires used for the thermo- 
element were alloys of bismuth and tin, and 
of antimony and bismuth, respectively.

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Can Babies be “Marked”? 


T2 a popular belief, handed 


down from remote antiquity, that 

pregnant women often “mark” their 
children with all manner of deformities as 
a result of frights or shocks during the 
period of gestation. The belief is founded 
on the fact that when a “marked” or defec- 
tive child is born the mother is able to re- 
call some fright, grewsome sight, or un- 
pleasant experience that occurred during the 
preceding months. 

But this kind of evidence doesn’t prove 
the case. In point of fact, there does not 
appear to be any sort of admissible evi- 
dence that “marking” is ever produced in 
this manner. 

A short time ago the physicians in one 
of the great London lying -in hospitals 
made a test that seems pretty conclusive. 
They questioned each prospective mother 
just before her child was born, and made 
a record of all the incidents that occurred 
during her pregnancy. The histories of 
more than 2000 cases taken in this manner 
failed to show any connection whatever be- 
tween “marking” and the experiences of 
mothers during pregnancy. Women who 
had experienced all manner of frights and 
shocks gave birth to perfectly normal chil- 
dren. While some women whose period of 
gestation had been one of uniform placid- 
ity bore “marked” babies. 

When we remember that there are rarely 
nine consecutive months in any woman's 
life in which there are no disagreeable ex- 
periences, it is easy to understand how it 
happens that the unfortunate mother is 
able to place the responsibility for her de- 
fective child. But by the same token few 
babies would escape marking if such expe- 
riences really influenced the child’s devel- 
opment. 


Normal Exoretion of Sugar. 


The presence of sugar in the excretions 
is one of the indications of diabetes, as al- 
most everyone knows. But the sign is not 
infallible. For sugar, in the form of glu- 
cose, may be present in the excretions of 


perfectly normal persons, and can be pro- 


of even four ounces of sugar will be fol- 
lowed by the excretion of glucose. Such 
excretion does not take place, however, in 
unusual conditions, such as arctic tempera- 
tures, or in persons undergoing great fa- 
tigue without properly balanced 
In such cases the excess sugar is not elimi- 
nated, but is utilized in the systen to sup- 
ply energy and body heat. 7 

It has been discovered recently that cer- 
tain tumors in the brain produce “sugar 
tolerance,” so that enormous quantities of 
sweets may be eaten and retained; while 
other brain tumors cause abnormal duanti- 
ties of glucose to appear in the excretions. 

In short, the presence of sugar may mean 
nothing or almost anything, according to 
the particular conditions under which it 
appears in the excretion. It is at best only 
one of many symptoms which must be con- 
sidered in determining diseased conditions. 


The Significance of Mottled Hands. 


The condition known as “mottled hands,” 
which is not uncommon, is popularly be- 
lieved to be the result of bad digestion. 
The immediate cause of the condition, how- 
ever, is a derangement of the circulation 


in the small blood vessels of the hand and 


forearm. 

In elderly persons this condition is some- 
times accompanied by giddiness, due to de- 
ranged circulation in the middle ear. Yet 
curiously enough both conditions are 
caused by the same thing—the fact that 
the “nerve wiring” of the hand and ear are 
on the same circuit. 

The disordered stomach sends a nerve 
impulse to a nerve “center,” which acts as 
the receiving station for nerve messages. 
The distorted messages from the stomach 
upset the “central” arrangement so that 
false messages get into the circuit control- 
ling the circulation of the hands and the 
ears, which results in mottling and disszi- 


ness.

Can Galistones Be Dissolved? | 


The quest for some substance that will 
dissolve gallstones that form in the gall 
bladder is an old one. For galistone dis- 
ease is a rather common affliction after mid- 
dle life, causes great suffering, menaces 
life, and involves a dangerous operation 
for correction. 

One of the great obstacles that interfere 
with finding a gallstone remedy is our ig- 
norance of the cause of the malady. We 
know that the stones are formed from 
bile; but as yet it has not been determined 
in just what respect this gallstone-forming 
bile differs from the normal fluid. 

Some German scientists recently tried 
the experiment of transferring human gall- 
stones to the gall bladders of dogs, giving 
the dogs a special diet, and Carlsbad 
water. The stones were gradually dis- 
solved. 7 

The success of this experiment sug- 
gested that Carlsbad water might prove to 
be the long-somght solvent. But later ex- 
periments showed that the gallstones dis- 
appeared whether the dogs were given 
Carisbad water or not. In short, it was 
the dog, not the liquid, that did the work. 
Nevertheless, mineral waters sometimes 
give grateful, even if temporary, relief 
some gallstone sufferers.

New Diseases Caused by New Prod 


The list of new diseases seems to keep 
step with the list of inventions. One of 
the very latest of these pathological new- 
comers is a disease (still too young to be 
properly christened) which attacks the 
workmen engaged in making artificial fer- 
tilizer to compete with the natural Chilean 
saltpeter. 
The symptoms of this disease are de 
scribed technically as follows: “The head 
is flushed, the limbs shiver as if with cold, 
there is dyspnea, and sense of pressure on 
the chest. The attacks last an 
hour or two and are followed by great 
prostration.” | 
The new fertilizer is made in an electric 
furnace, and differs from the Chile salt- 
peter in being a product of calcium in- 
stead of potassium. It is known as cyani- 
mid of calcium. So “cyanimid poisoning” 
has now been added to the official] list of 
industrial poisons. 

Relation of Diet to Cancer. 


Dr. L. Duncan Buckley, physician to the 
New York Skin and Cancer Hospital, has 
recently called attention to some observa- 
tions upon diet and cancers. His observa- 
tions indicate that there is some positive, 
although as yet inexplicable, relationship 
between meat-eating and cancer. 

Thus he is able to show that the in- 
crease in frequency of cancer has practi- 
cally kept pace with the increase in luxuri- 
ous living, particularly as regards “meat 
eating and alcohol and coffee drinking.

DIRECTIONS FOR A COURSE OF 
EXERCISES—V. 


By Edward B. Warman, A. M. 


I wish to call special attention to the 
exercise as illustrated in Figs. 16 and 17. 
It is one of the most practical in the 
strengthening as well as in the elasticity of 
the thigh muscles. It is upon these mus- 
cles—rather than upon the calf muscles, as 
is generally supposed—that the elasticity of 
step depends. 

It should be observed that, throughout 
the entire system of exercises, there is not 
a muscle brought into action that does not, 
at the same time, result in the flexibility 
and strengthening of one or more of the 
joints of the body. In this particular exer- 
cise the ankle joint and hip joint receive 
a much-needed exercise and as a preventive 
of the stiffening of these joints no better 
remedy can be prescribed. Calcareous mat- 
ter will have a hard time to settle in them 
if you are faithful in the exercise. It may 
be possible that with some this condition 
now prevails; if so, begin slowly and con- 
tinue until the creaking of the joints 
ceases. At the same time look to your 
diet, not overindulging in the proteids. Eat 
plentifully of good, juicy, sun-kissed fruits 
and drink freeely of distilled water or but- 
termilk to dissolve the calcareous deposits 
already in the joints; also to prevent any 
further deposits. Then with the necessary 
amount of exercise you will be able to elim- 
inate that which would otherwise settle and 
cause you much trouble and more or less 
annoyance. {

Body erect. Hands on hips, Settle the 
body as nearly as possible on the heels as 
they rise from the floor. Keep the knees 
well apart when you descend (Fig. 17;) 
then rise at once to the first position (Fig. 
16.) As the legs double up in descending, 
you will notice when completely down a 
springiness that enables you to arise easily 
ani thus retain your balance. In the going 
down, the exercise is not complete until 
the thigh closes upon the calf. In order to 
secure the best results it is necessary to 
go to the limit in each descending move 
ment. 

Do this exercise (down and up) not fewer 
—and not more—than five times the first 
day. I say “not more” because it is strenu- 
ous. These muscles, ordinarily, are seldom 
exercised to the extreme as in this move- 
ment. Walking doesn’t do it, running 
doesn’t do it, going upstairs or going up- 
hill doesn’t do it; therefore, go slowly in 
the beginning, taking a few additional ones 
each day until you can do the exercise 
twenty-five times without stopping and with 
ease. Then, daily, at the conclusion of the 
twenty-fifth, remain down until practicing 
“the frog” for a number of times. “The 
frog?” It consists of b pping about the 
room before rising, keeping your balance 
while in the squatting position. This ex- 
ercise is also beneficial for a weakened 
knee-cap. 

The championship for this particular 
form of exercise, known  profession- 
ally as the “deep-knee bend,” is held by 
John E. Granger, a medical student of Kan- 
sas City, Mo. In the presence of Prof. A.

Alonzo Stagg, director of athletics in the 
University of Chicago, Mr. Granger did the 
“deep-knee bend” 5002 times in two hours 
and nineteen minutes without a rest be- 
tween the dips. This is the more interest- 
ing when you consider the fact that Dr. 
Anderson of Yale says that he will not per- 
mit the ordinary student to go more than 
forty or fifty times at most. 

This exercise was the chief test em- 
ployed by Prof. Irving Fisher of Yale, in 
his celebrated endurance competition be- 
tween Yale beef-eating athletes and the 
vegetarians, in which the vegetarians came 
off decided victors. 

The greatest number of “deep-knee 
bends” made by any Yale athlete was 1200 
times. Other Yale men who went 400 
to 600 times were laid up with sore muscles 
for days after the test. 

Granger, on his first attempt to break the 
record, went 3000 times. But as he had 
been stimulated by water, externally and 
internally (who says water isn’t stimulat- 
ing?) the Yale men declared that it was not 
in accordance with the conditions that had 
ruled at their tests. Therefore, two 
months later he tried again with the re- 
sult as given. 

He lost five pounds from his weight of 
145 during the test in which he accom- 
plished the wonderful feat 5002 times. At 
the close he ran downstairs from the gym- 
nasium to the plunge, and the next day was 
out on the running track. When examined 
by a physician immediately after the test, 
the heart and lungs were found normally 
acting, and the physician said that he could 
have gone another half hour. Granger, 
however, had mentally named 5000 as his 
mark, and when he reached it he did not 
care to continue. Here you have a very 
good illustration of a psychological result 
from a mental action. 5 

Another point, no less important to con- 
sider, which this incident brings to our no- 
tice is the fact that Granger attributes his 
splendid endurance to one special dietetic 
principle; viz., complete mastication of 
food, the attention concentrated not on the 
number of chews, but on the enjoyment of 

When Coach Stagg tried this dietetic 
principle together with the “deep-knee 
bend” and cutting down on his daily meat 
ration. he rid himself of a severe case of 
rheumatism. Too much cannot be said in 
favor of this exercise.

0 sets to each intersection, so that signs 

ould greet the traveler on his right, going 
in either direction, it would add more to the 
value of the muncipality than anything the 
writer could suggest that would call for so 
light an expenditure. 

The Los Angeles signs have been put up 
for the full length of Pasadena avenue and 
are in color a navy-blue base with white let- 
ters of large size. In Fresno’s Courthouse 
square there are some signs, designating 
the seating portion reserved for ladies. hav- 
ing the same plain, simple, and highly effec- 
tive lettering. The letters should be the 
size of the next largest on these two signs. 
The new Los Angeles signs really drighten 
buildings and landscapes. Send down for 
sample, Fresno, and get busy. This little 
constructive criticism should be easy to 
swallow and “be good for what ails you.”
